DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all ob- 
viousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the in- 
vention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 3-6 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Parker. Parker discloses the claimed invention except for damper vane to be not 
sensed by any senor beyond the home position. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made for the damper vane 
to be not sensed by any senor beyond the limit position, since it has been held that 
omission of an element and its function in a combination where the remaining elements 
perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill in the art. In re Karlson, 
136 USPQ 184. Examiner's Note: Column 11, line 39; column 12, line 63 to column 13, line 17. 

3. Claims 2 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Parker in view of Steutermann. Parker discloses the claimed invention except for a 
magnet positioned on the arm of the valve shaft. Steutermann teaches that it is known 
to provide a shaft position detector and control device with a magnet positioned on the 
arm of the valve shaft as set forth at column 6, lines 4-43. It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the 
HVAC system of Parker with a magnet positioned on the arm of the valve shaft, as 
taught by Steutermann in order to a precision valve positioned. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 8, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly an- 
ticipated by Parker. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 7, 1 1 and 12 are allowed. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claim 9 has been inadvertently omitted from the amendment received June 25, 
2004. Appropriate correction is required. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, third paragraph, and page 8, filed June 25, 
2004, with respect to claims 13, 14 and 7, 8 and 10-12 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of these claims have been withdrawn. 

9. Applicant's arguments filed June 25, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Contrary to applicant's remark, the detected home position of the 
damper vane or the resetting of home position is achieved by the travel limit sensors of 
Parker.
